FELIX DIAZ 1S RECOVERING.

His Assault Precipitated by His Re-
marks About Carranza,

Ha;fann. Cuba, Nov. 8.—Gen. Felix
Diaz, the Mexican refugee, is rapidly
recovering from the effects of the su-
perficial wounds inflicted Thursday
evening by a party of Mexican Con-
stitutionalists as he was
near the sea wall, Gen. Diaz was
stabbed twice, behind the ear and in

the neck, and was beaten with canes, |

but none of the injuries was serious,

The attack, it has heen definitely
ascertained, was the result of no pre-
meditated plot, but grew out of re-
markg of Diaz, that reflected upon
ien, Carranza, the Constitutionalist
leader, and his followers. Pedro Gu-
errero, a young Mexican adherent of
Carranza, heard the remarks and
told a party of his friends what Diaz
had said. The party rushed toward
the refugee and attacked him.

Police rushed in and stopped the
quarrel, although not before Guerre-
ro was seriously wounded by a bul-
let from an officer’s revolver, The
entire party was placed under arrest.

We have, by committee, visited
several times during the year the
county poor farm, and find the in-
mates well cared for and contented.
The farnr is in splendid condition,
and the crops are among the best to
be seen in the county. From a con-
servative estimate of the crops pro-
duced this year we think the institu-
tion is more Lthan sustaining, and
will net above all expenses approxi-
mately eighteen hundred dollars. We
recommend that the exact amount.
when ascertained, be published, giv-
ing itemized statement of income
and expenses, so that the public may
know just how this institution is be-
ing managed,

We wish to specially commend the
County Board of Edueation for the
great interest they are taking in the
bettering of our common schools and
the great progress they are melking
in connection with our new Supervi-
s0r of Rural Schools in inducing in-
creased attendance of Lhe children at
the schools, the care exercised over
the sanitary conditions gso as to pre-
vent the spread of contagious and
infectious diseases; the improve-
ment of school bulldings, grounds
and equipment, and in many other
ways centering public attention to
all matters pertaining to our [ree
common schools,

We desire to thank His Honor and
the other officers of the Court for
courtesies extended to us in the dis-
charge of our duties, and ask to be
excused from further attendance
upon the Court.

COTTON CROP 33,300 SHORT

For November i, 1913, Compared
With Same Date Last Year,

Washington, Nov, 8,—The fourth
cotton ginning report of the season,
compiled from reports of census bu-
rean correspondents and agents
throughout the cotton belt and is-
sued at 10 a. m, to-day, announced
that 8,835,913 bales of cotton, count-

ing round as half bales, of the
growth of 1913 had been ginned
prior to November 1. ‘T'o that date
last year 8,869,222 bales, or GH.8

per cent of the entire crop, had been
ginned; in 1911 to that date 9,970 -
905, or 64.1 per cent; in 1908, 8-
191,667 bales, or 62.6 per cent; and
in 1906 to that date 6,906,395
bales, or 53.2 per cent of the crop,
had been ginned.

Included in the total ginnings were
G1,820 round bales, compared with
04,589 bales last year, 68,313 baies
in 1911, 81,183 bales in 1910, and
109,621 bales in 1908,

The number of sen island cotton
bales inclunded was 42,769, compared
with 28,887 bales !ast year, 56,563
bales in 1911, 40,504 bales in 1910
and 55,2487 bales in 1909,
